A nation is a team made 
up of millions of

Some analysts of this gen­ 
eral war are beginning to 
say that Europe is done for. 
And perhaps they are right, 
broadly speaking.

And in that comparatively 
small area the chief unit, in 
size and power, is Germany. 
But perhaps one 
should 
say it “has been Germany.” 
For the size and power of 
Deutschland 
may 
shrink 
considerably at the end of 
the present war. Some his­ 
tory-minded observers seem 
to believe that the whole 
European 
peninsula 
from 
Russia west to the limits of 
Norway, the English Chan­ 
nel and Portugal, will de­ 
velop into a federation of 
states som ewhat

own national organization.

RED SPIDER AND 
CEDAR BAGWORMS 
CAN BE CONTROLLED 


COLLEGE STATTON. June l l — 
(S p l.)—Red spider and cedar bag­ 
worm s. w hich dam age or deetroy 
arborvitae, cedar and cypress, m ay 
be controlled by sim ple m ethods, 
according to Sadia H atfield, of the 
A. and M. College Extenalon Ser­ 
vice. 
R ed eplder, a m icroscopic cre­ 
ature w hich can be seen only w ith 
a m agnifier, cauees the leaven of 
m any plants, Including arborvitae 
and cedar, to start drying and dying 
at the center of the plant A heavy 
beating rain will destroy the pest, 
but 
the 
best hom e control la a 
strong stream of w ater directed to 
reach all parts of tbs plant, es­ 
pecially the inner portions, and re­ 
peated 
tw ice 
w eekly. 
D usting 
thoroughly w ith finely ground sul­ 
phur, also gives effective control, 
says M iss H atfield who is the E x ­ 
tension specialist in landscape gar­ 
dening. The pest thrives in dry, 
warm w eather, and this year has 
appeared earlier than uaua). 
W hen bagw orm s hatch, infested 
plants should be sprayed with a 
m ixture of tw o to three level tea ­ 
spoonful of lead arsenate to one 
gallon of water. See that the spray 
reaches all parts of the plants. As 
th# pest becom es older It seem s to 
develop resistance to poison, and 
therefor# harder to control. Fully 
grown bagworm s, which reach a 
length of about three inches, should 
he picked off shrubbery and burn­ 
ed, or placed in a screened box 
protected from rain. 
A 
parasite 
which lives w ith the pest can paaa 
through the screen m ashes and eat 
the egg# of the bagworm , thus re­ 
ducing next year's crop of worm s. 
B agw orm s are beginning to hatch 
In the southern part of Texas. T hey 
are hard to find am ong plant foliage 
in their early stage, because th ey 
cam ouflage the elongated bags in 
w hich th ey llva with tiny pieces 
of leaves.
